Workers have taken-, over control, iu. 
tcwijp and cities of lower Saxony* tout 
there is an impression their ascendan- 
cy will be short lived as they are not 
sufficiently organized -in a military way 
to resist pressure successfully. 
It is 
noticeable that the nearer one comes to 
districts where government troops are 
in power, the weaker is the workers' 
hold on affairs. 


In this little town, tucked away in 
a pretty valley, 15 miles from PlaUen, 
Max Hoelz, whose regular job is lec 
turer in a moving picture theater, is 
directing affairs. 
Widespread reports 
that he had .established a Soviet fa 
public here made him famous through- 
out-German a few days ago, but these 
rumors were declared untrue, and it 
is asserted there is no Soviet here. 
The burgomaster left when the up- 


heavel came two weeks ago and work- 
ers have since , been cooperating with 
the other town officials, none of whom 
has been removed. 
The principal task of the workers is 


policing the town, as members: of the 
local force have been disarmed, and 
preparations are being made by the 
Workmen's League for the selection of 
town officials. A guard numbering sev- 
eral hundred has been recruited from 
trade unions and revolutionary ele- 
ments and men have been placed in 
banks to prevent the withdrawal of 
money by wealthy depositors. 
Workers 
under the 
direction of 
Hoelz entered Plauen in motor lorries 
Sunday night and kidnapped City At- 
torney Hubert and held him as a host- 
age until he had given up data he had 
gathered for the prosecution of trade 
unionists and communists accused of 
political 
agitation. 
Herr 
Hubert's 
wife came to Falkenstein and secured 
the release of her husband after he had 
been a prisoner for five hours. 
Hoelz has established headquarters 


in the .castle -of Freiherr Falkenstein 
who has fled. The red flag waves from 
the tower. It was in a room of this 
castle that the Associated Press cor- 
respondent interviewed Hoelz tonight. 
He is a small young appearing man 
with a thin face and sparse hair but 
with glowing Wown eyes. He talked 
freely, saying in part: 
"The time is not ripe for the estab- 
lishment of a Soviet form of govern- 
ment. 
The agriculturists would not 
approve of it and we would be quickly 
starved out. 
We recognize the abso- 
ute helplessness of ours, in case of 
armed conflict, and we will not attempt 
to physically resist military occupa- 
tion of Falkenstein. If the troops ap- 
r<;ar, we will again call a general 
strike." 
Hoelz for whose arrest there is a re- 


ward of 5,000 marks, said the workers' 
grievance against the government was 
its militarism, and asserted they would 
try to weaken the government, by agi- 
tation. The principal industry of this 
district is the manufacture of curtain 
lace.

The theory that trees should be

LECTURE No. 7 
Before taking up the coil, let us study 
some of the devices and attachments 
which must be used with it in order to 
Lla PSrfect working ignition system. 
The Advanced and Retarded Spark. 
Practically all ignition systems have 
a means for advancing,or retarding the 
spark. Let us look into this in detail, 
as. even people who. have been driving 
for some time do not understand this 
and so do not use their spark lever 
control properly. 


At first thought it would seem that 
the spark should come in the cylinder 
when the piston is at top dead center, 
or as shown in Fig. 1. it being, how- 
ever, almost a physical impossibility for 
a mechanic to set the instrument so 
;hat the spark will come exactly at 
this point, it will come slightly before 
the piston has gotten all the way up, 
or slightly after. 


Back Kick. 
Let us see what would happen if, 
when cranking the engine, the spark 
came, before the piston was all the way 
up, or was as shown in Fig. 2, which 1 
shows the position of the piston and! 
crank under this condition, but some- 
what exaggerated. You can readily see' 
that if the spark came and the gases' 


| die, it will probably; pull out of your 
hand without hurting you. The safest 
way to crank, is to pull up with the 
left hand. 


Where a car lp equipped with an 
electric starting, or as it would be bet- 
ter termed, an..electric cranking motor, 
the spark should be retarded when 
staring, just as it is when the cranking 
is done by hand. As a rule, the elec- 
tric motor is just strong enough to re- 
sist the back kifek and even carry th« 
piston past the dead • center, but the 
writer has seen many starting motors, 
torn to pieces and ruined because the 
Operator failed to retard the spark when 
(starting.

spark must come when starting. Where; 
must it come when running? 
| 


' Again the great speed of the engine 
comes, intq account. We saw from, a 
previous lecture (on the valve timiny) 
that a stroke of the engine often takes 
place in f-40 of a second. Now it takes 
a little time for all of the pases to ig- 
nite, so that you .can Jteadily see that at 
the above great speed, if the 
spark 
comes late, all of the power will not be 
gotten out of the explosion, the piston 
sort of running away..-from the gases.

were to explode while the piston and 
crank were in this position, the piston 
and so crank 
pin, would be driven 
downward. 
The crank pin being to 
the left of the center of the crank shaf 
however, the crank shaft 
would be 
made to revolve in a direction oppo 
site to the direction shown by the ar 
row. As the pressure on the piston at 
the 
moment of 
explosion is in the 
neighborhood of three-fourths of a ton 
you can see that if a person 
were 


cranking the engine in the direction 
of the arrow and the crank were sud 
denly driven in the opposite direction, 
or backward, his arm would receive so 
severe a blow, or "kick," as to almost 
surely be broken. For this reason when 
cranking the engine the spark control 
lever must be set so that the spark 
will come after the piston has passed 
the dead center, or when it is in the 
position shown by Fig. 3. As when so 
set we have, made the spark come later 
in reference to piston travel, we say 
the spark has been retarded. 


You cannot be too careful about hav- 
ing the spark retarded when cranking 
your engine. You. no doubt, have many 
friends who have had their arms broken 
in this way. 
Probably 50 per cent of 
the serious back kicks come after a 
driver has stalled his car. as when, this 
occurs, he is liable to be excited be- 
cause he is delaying traffic, or he may 
feel embarrassed, so that he forgets to 
take the precautions he ordinarily 
would. 


To digress a moment, I might say 
here that many serious accidents have 
happened to people who cranked the 
engine of then- car while their trans- 
mission gears wore not in 
neutral. 
Probably 90 per cent of these accidents 
have happened after the driver has 
stalled his car. 
I my to you. there- 


fore, when you stall sour car, forget 
the traffic, forget your embarrassment, 
and think to have your gears in neu- 
tral and your spark retarded. 
When 
you stall, think of this paragraph, 


When cranking, try to get into the 
habit of not putting your thumb around 
the crank handle, keeping It alongside 
the forefinger, much aa you do when 
swimming. 
Should you get a "back 
kick," when so holding the crank han- 


running the spark is .made to come be- 
fore the piston has reached topT center, 
as shown .in Fig. 2, or, m other words, 
the spark is advanced..Thus, when the 
piston has reached top center all of the 
gases will have had time to ignite and 
we: get the full force of the explosion. 


From the above we see that he fast- 
er the engine revokes, the more the 
spark must be advanced, while as the 
engine slows down, the spark must be 
retarded.

Little or Nothing About 


Electrical System. 


USUALLY AWAITS CALAMITY 


Operator Should Familiarize Himself 


With Wiring on His Cap—Instruc- 


tion Book Will Help Solve 


Puzzling Situations. 


"The average driver knows nothing 


about electricity, as applied to the au- 
tomobile, and so is unable to tell when 
the ignition system is functioning 
properly." says a well-known motorcar 
authority. 


"He is afraid to experiment and be- 


lieves in letting things alone until 
ouiething happens. 
He then lookv 


over the system for the first time, 
ind. of course, does not know whether 
the wiring H right or not. I ha\e r'e- 
peatedly pointed out cases- of worn in- 
sulation among other troubles about 
which tlue operator seemed entirely 
o«t. In one case the spark was juinp- 
ng freely from a distributer wire to a 
piece of metal nearby, and he pointed 
to it as evidence that he had a good 
<park—evidently accepting it as a mat- 
er of course that the spark should 
jump where it did. 


Watch Chafing Wires. 


"Even If the operator understands 


nothing of the nature of his -ignition 
\is-feni he should, at least, familiarize 
himself with the positions of the vari- 
ous wires, their colors and general 
condition. Here the instruction book 
will be a great help. Watch particu- 
larly for cases where one wire chafe* 
against another or ^pme piece of 
metal. Such places should be protect- 
ed with electric tape, or at least «epa- 
rated so that no short circuit may oc- 
f-ur. But the high tension or secondary 
wires may develop a short circuit 
where least expected, so that it would 
!>e well to go over them occasionally 
to see that no leakage takes piaci-. 
Thi« is particularly true during raim 
weather. The moisture is drawn In 
by th«* fan and scattered around under 
the hood. 


Hunting the Trouble. 


"Wires which did not leak current 


before will short-circuit during :i wrt 
•pell. The best method is to run tli«- 
•ncrine and to trace along ea«-li wire, 
iftinp it away from any place it may 
much so »s to see or feel if the mr- 
•ont i« leaking through the insulation. 
Where a leak is noted the place nm«i 
>e taped. 


"A more puzzling problem "«-<-urs 


when* nil the wire* from the distrih- 
iter pa«s through a metal tul»e. There ! 


alwavs a possibility of a short rir- 


•uit from the wires to the tuho as th» 
ubo is alway« grounded. Proem! as 
fallows: 
First, find out If the current 


••j!Jer« the sn«wted wires. To do ibis. 


disconnect the wire at the distributer 
end and hold it near its contact, to see 
if >spark jumps. If no spark Is seen the 
trouble Is not In the wire, but in the 
distributer. If a good spark occurs at 
ihe distributer but none at the other 
end of the wire there is a short In be- 
tween. The wire must be pulled out 
and a good one substituted, although 
the o'd one may be made serviceable 
again."
